Jackson 
Was a painstaking, plain instructor, who 
Made no great impression upon those 
2round him of what the future held in 
Store for him. 

At the outbreak of the civil war both 
entered the southern army. The former 
soon won an enviable position and the latter 
fame which has since become world wide. 

Colston followed Longstreet from York- 
town to Richmond. At the battle of Chan- 
cellorsville he commanded Stonewall Jack- 
son’s old division, whose former command- 
er had ‘at that time already displayed the 
military genius which afterwards made 
him one of the most conspicuous command- 
ers of the southern Later Colston 
Was assigned to duty under Genera Beaure- 
gafd, at Charleston, S. C., where he 
rendered valuable aid to the confederate 
arms. The close of the war found him in 
command of the forces at Lynchburg, Va. 
He was regarded as a fine tactician, a 
brilliant subordinate commander and a 
ready and dashing officer. 

At the conclusion of General Colston’s 
Services on the staff of the Egyptian army, 
he returned to his home in this state. He 
afterwards obtained an appointment in the 
War department at Washington, where he 
remained until 1892. A severe stroke of 
paralysfs at that time necessitated his re- 
tirement from all active work. He was 
removed to the Confederate Soldiers’ home 
here, where he lingered for more than four 
years. 

General Colston was a great admirer of 
the Egyptian soldiers and often spoke of 
them in high terms of praise. He main- 
tained that they were superior in. physique 
to either those of Austria, ittaly, France 
or Great Britain.
